8TEM WINDER’* FAST HALF. 



The Sapling Stakes, Harlem’s feature event yes- 
terday, resulted in a spirited finish between Stem 
Winder, Adios and Bad News, which finished in the 
order named. The race was a half mile dash for 
two-year-olds, with $1,000 added. Of the twelve 
scheduled to start, seven dodged the issue, but the 
adding of Gregor K. and Yinctides at the last mo- 
ment sent a field of seven to the post. Stem Winder 
was made a prime first choice, being held at even 
money, but a strong tip on Bad News, which was 
reported to have worked a phenomenally fast half 
mile, caused many of the talent to back him at 
2 to 1. 

To an excellent start Bad News shot to the front, 
closely pressed by Agnes Mack and Stem Winder. 
In the first'eighth Bad News fell back and Stem 
Winder assumed command, leading Agnes Mack by 
a half length, with Gregor K. and Vinctides lapped. 
Turning for home Agnes Mack shot to the front and 
was leading by a length at the last eighth post, but 
when Stem Winder moved up on even terms with 
her, she faltered and fell away beaten. Stem 
Wiude. fi.nu.htd strongly down the last eighth., 
winning by a nose from Adios, which beat Bad 
News a neck for second place. Adioe closed up 
ground rapidly in the last eighth and finished with a 
rush and would have been returned the winner in 
another stride or two. Bad News, off in front, soon 
fell away to next to last, but moved up fast in the 
last quarter next to the rail and finished with reso- 
lution. He was slightly pinned in against the rail 
in the last eighth, but not enough to Change the 
result. Vinctides tired fast when the pinch came. 
Gregor K. was a sharp contender for a quarter of a 
mile. 

Pink Coat showed his good class in the fourth 
race, a dash of a mile, winning from Jiminez in 
handy fashion and negotiating the distance in 1 :39 
flat. Jiminez led for the first six and a half fur- 
longs, setting a hot pace, but Winkfleld kept Pink 
Coat well within easy call and moved up with him 
fast when turning for home. In theilast sixteenth he 
drew up alongside of Jiminez and held him safe all 
through the closing strides, winning by a head. 
Major Dixon was third two lengths back. He ran 
the best race of his career. Winkfleld purposely 
drew a close finish with Pink Coat. 

The day’s opener, a five and one-half furlongs 
daBh for maiden two-year-old fillies, proved an 
easy thing for The Crisis, which led all the way 
and won easily by two lengths from Siege, which 
beat Naulahka a head for second place. Siege tired 
slightly in the last one hundred yards. Naulahka 
met with early entanglement, but when she got 
clear sailing down the final quarter next to the in- 
side rail closed up ground fast. Vestry showed 
early speed but had enough when the pinch came. 

Silver Fizz took the second race, a dash of seven 
furlongs, somewhat handily by a length from Light 
Ball, which finished three in front of Limelight for 
second place. Light Ball showed improvement and 
did not give up the struggle until in the last sev- 
enty-five yards. Limelight was right there for six 
and a half furlongs. There was a strong tip out on 
Fridolin, which showed to advantage, finishing a 
good fourth. Essence fell after Tanning one- 
sixteenth, throwing her jockey, who tried to get 
him through an impossible opening. 

The fifth race, a seven furlongs dash, resulted in a 
spirited struggle down the last sixteenth, Galathee, 
•merging from the ruck about fifty yards from 
home, winning easily by a length from Cougar, 
which beat Harney a half for second place. Har- 
ney, closely pressed by Wyola, ihowed the way to 
the final sixteenth, but tired a trifle in the closing 
struggle. Cougar made up much ground in the 
final quarter and finished with a determine^ rush, 
Tizona ran well for six and a half furlongs. Della 
Ostrand was badly interfered with when the bar- 
rier went up and had to be pulled up, losing many 
leBgths. She recovered ground fast in the fina- 



half and was moving strongly in the closing strides. 
Ro«a Diah was badly interfered with in the first 
half and had to be pulled up. 

Miracle II. won the last race, a dash of one mile, 
in a big canter by six lengths from John A. Clarke, 
which beat Blessed Damoael a neck for second 
place. 

The usual large crowd was on hand and betting 
was heavy and spirited. 

Leneta’s actions, while at the post for the last 
race, were such as to arouse suspicion and she was 
barred by the judges from running at Harlem Park. 

Starter Dwyer ha's ordered Blessed Damozel 
schooled at the barrier before her next start. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Secretary Nathanson’s proposal for a cup race 
over the conventional two and a quarter miles is 
worthy of hearty commendation and, if owners do 
their share in good spirit, the race should attract, a 
great assemblage of interested spectators and prove 
one of the chief racing features of the local year. 
Horses are now hard and fit and fully able to cope 
with the rente prescribed without danger of in- 
jury and a numbor of good ones are here now 
that should demonstrate they can stay as well 
as run fast. Two veteran stars, one of the 
English and one of the American turf, Scintillant 
II. and Pink Coat, should shine hove. Both will 
probably retire from the track to the stud next 
year and a triumph in this race would fittingly 
crown the turf career of either. Tom Barrett’s 
Barrack is a stayer from stayerville. Argregor 
comes from the state where they still run four mile 
races and is a good one in any company and over 
any route. With but 105 pounds to carry, such colts 
as Aladdin, Lucien Appleby and Corrigan might 
very well be sent for the honors of such a race. 
Then Joe Frey, Searcher and other good ones are 
fit that should round out a field sufficient to puzzle 
the wisest turf student in essaying to pick the win- 
ner. 

The Westchester Racing Association advertises 
the conditions of the Seventh National Stallion 
Stakes. This event will be run in 1904, by then two- 
year-olds, and is limited to the progeny of stallions 
that are to be named by midnight of Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 9, by subscriptions of $50 each, or only $25 
each for stallions which have not sired a winner 
prior to December 1, 1902. This is annually one of 
the most valuable two-year-old stakes of the Amer- 
ican turf, and no owner of a proved or promising 
sire can afford to refrain from giving him a chance 
to win fame here through his progeny. This year 
it fell to Mr. Belmont’s Mizzen and was worth 
$11,750 net. The added money was $1,000, whereas 
in 19C4 it will be $5,000. The entry of the produce of 
stallions nominated next Tuesday will close De- 
cember 9, 1902. which is also the date of closing 
entries for the famous Matron Stakes. Owners of 
stallions who may desire entry blanks can obtain 
them on application to Daily Racing Foem. 

It turns out that several checks sent by Secretary 
John Boden, Jr., to owners who won purses at the 
recent Brighton meeting did not fall into proper 
hands. The checks were mailed to the owners, 
including J. C. Wallace and John Hynes, at Sara- 
toga, but somebody else got hold of them and 
cashed. How many checks went wrong in this way 
remains to be seen. 

At the sale of Spendthrift yearlings before the 
races Tuesday, John Mackey, trainer for J. B. Hag- 
gin, bought the yearling chestnut colt Prince of 
Fashion, by Prince of Monaco — Willy Howard, for 
$550, the purchase being made for P. Dunne. The 
transaction created some comment, inasmuch as a 
year ago P. Dnnne bought Savable, the Futurity 
winner, at a sale for the same price. Joseph Ull- 
man also made several purchases at Tuesday’s sale 
and the rumor was afloat that he was acting for 
John A. Drake, but Ullman said that the youngsters 
' were bought for his own use.
